This action is in response to Applicant's amendment and request for reconsideration filed on June 27, 2002. 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 30-49 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: 

The original claims were directed toward a method of redirecting messages from a host system operated by a user to the user's 
mobile data communication device, comprising steps of configuring an external redirection event at the host system, and then 
redirecting messages to the user's mobile device if the system detects that either the user is no longer in the vicinity of the host system, 
or a screen saver program has been activated. The system set forth by these claims required only a user's computer system and a 
user's mobile device and entailed forwarding messages from the computer system to the device, and detecting when a user is in the 
vicinity of the computer system. 

The new claims are directed toward a method of forwarding messages from a wired network to a plurality of wireless mobile 
devices, comprising steps of encrypting messages, associating each a plurality of electronic addresses with a user of at least one of the 
wireless devices, encapsulating encrypted messages into electronic envelopes including a wireless network address of the mobile 
device, and forwarding the messages to the wireless device through a wireless gateway connected to the Internet. None of these new 
features were required for the originally examined invention, and because the new claims are directed toward a different invention 
than the originally examined claims, the restriction is proper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 30-49 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The amendment filed on June 27, 2002 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention for the 
reasons stated above. The amendment has thus not been entered.
